SUBJECT: Follow-up information related to Item 4 on the November 14, 2019

Council Meeting Agenda

During the November 14, 2019 Council Meeting, Council approved Item 4 authorizing
negotiation and execution of a job order assignment with Jamail & Smith Construction,
LP to work on the Castleman Bull House Exterior Restoration project. With the approval,
Council communicated a prerequisite that staff provide follow-up information regarding
the experience of the contractor and/or their subcontractors performing historic
preservation work. This memo is responsive to Council’s request for information.

On November 18, 2019, City staff met with Jamail & Smith Construction, LP and
Limbacher & Godfrey Architects (Project Consultant) to review the project proposal and
the experience needed to perform the historic preservation work. The Public Works
Department has assigned staff with the most experience in restoration projects to
oversee construction. Staff selected Limbacher & Godfrey Architects http://limbacher-
godfrey.com as the Project Consultant given their extensive architecture experience in
historic preservation. Jamail & Smith Construction has assembled a construction team
with demonstrated experience in historic preservation. Two subcontractors with
historical preservation experience that will be utilized extensively on this project are Red
River Restorations and Ash Masonry Masterworks, Inc. Historic preservation work will
be performed on windows, doors, porch, and trim. In addition,

project. Red River Restorations provided fifteen successful projects from the last ten
years that substantiate their expertise performing historical preservation work on
